Tue proceedings at the Coroner's Inquest 
held yesterday at the Mawistracy to inquire 
sinto the circumstances connected with the 
death of Jons Bexny, who was found hang. 
ing by the neck from the window in a cell 
in Victoria Gaol on Sunday morning last, 
which are reported at lenitth in another 
column, deserve special notice, The sub- 
ject is one of yeneral importance, and 
must therefore be generally interesting. 
For some considerable time past the 
Colony of Hongkong has been, more or 
less, infested with fangs of mendicants, 
who have promiscuously prowled about 
under the guise of distressed seamen, 
We have repeatedly called attention to 
this growing nuisance, and the records of 
our Police.Courts will bear evidence, that 
we had ample justification in the interests 
of the public, in directing the attention of 
‘the authorities to what was gradually be- 
coming a crying: evil, We held~and:still 


hold—the opinion that the Government was’ 


to some extent responsible for the Colony 
being over-run with unemployed seamen: 
men without occupation or means of exls- 
tence, who in many instances had to depend: 
on charity, or that grim alternative, prison 
fare in Victoria Gaol as rogues and vaga- 
bonds, to keep body and soul together, 
Our professed philanthropists and so-called 
charitable and_ philanthropic institutions, 
had, as is usual in similar cases, failed 
to come forward when their aid would 
have been of some use, charity by: 
stealth not being included in their ben- 
evolent programmes, and perhaps, from 
a worldly point of view, they were justi- 
fied in holding ‘aloof from. what was 
clearly the’ business of the’ Government 
‘to remedy. Men,’ honest enough, and 
well meaning, and in many instances 
willing to accept employment if such could 
be found, were permitted by the Govern- 
‘ment of Hongkong to degrade themselves 
intheir own eyes, and in the eyes of the com- 
munity, by becoming loafers on, private 
charity, and lower still, convicted ¢riminals, 
“because they were unfortunate. We do 
not hold these men blameless; but surely 
our boasted civilisation, that paternal form. 
of” government which is the envy of the 


Jp whole world, could provide’ o better 


fate for our distressed seamen out of 
employment than the moral degradation 
and hardships entailed’ by a month's 
hard labor as a rogue and ‘vagahond, the 
result of which frequently means irretriev- 
able ruin, and in some instances —as in the 
casc-of the wretched man Brxry—the 
drunkard's or suicide’s grave. 

The hapless termination to Jon Brrny's 
miserable career would appear to have 
awakened some of the authorities to a 
sense of their duty, nat only to the Govern- 
mont, but to their God and ‘their fellow 
men. The course pursued by Mr. Henry 
Exxest Woprnovsr, the Coroner of this 
Colony, in endeavouring to elicit, at the 
inquiry held toinvestiate the circumstances 
attending Benev'’s self murder, all informa- 
tion likely ta throw light upon the actual re- 
sponsihilities of the Government in this sad 
business, will receive the hearty approval 
of the whol: Colony. Captain H. G, 
Tuomsert’s slavish worship at the shrine 
of red tape will be generally and very 
properly condemned. 

As the difference of opinion between the 
Coroner and Capt. Tuonsert will, no doubt, 
be submitted to the highest authorities in 
the Colony, we will not attempt to deal ex- 
haustively with the niatters in dispute until 
the termination of the Coroner's Inquiry. 
We may however briefly ¢lanceatthe cause 
of the somewhat unscemly discussion he- 


tween our two Magistrates in the Coroner's" 


Court yesterday, “Capt. Tuomsett was 
summoned to give evidence as to the duties 
of the local Government with regard to de- 
serters, and men discharged from their ships 
in- Hongkong, together with any other in- 
formation likely to assist the Coroner and 
Jury in coming to a satisfactory conclusion 
as to the causes which contributed to Joux 
Perxy's suicide, which his official position 
and extensive experience would place him 
in possession of. The Coroner's questions 
were clearly and courteously put; their 
intention was quite evident. But Captain 
Tuomsert, with characteristic arrogance, 
chose to assume. that Mr. Wonritousr had 
no right to ask him-any questions as to 
the manner in which. his public duties were 
performed, and contumaciously declined 
to answer, We cannot see on what offi- 
cial grounds Captain Tnomsetr was justi- 
fied in declining to answer the Coroner's’ 
queries; butapart altogether from the ques- 
tion of right or wrong, it was: surely un- 
wise to allow any stupid red-tape notions 
to interfere with Mr, Wooriouse’s praise-, 
worthy desire to clear up once for all, a 
matler ‘which has excited a good deal of 
public discussion, As Captain Tosser 
took it upon himself to teach the Coroner 
his duties: perhaps His Exeellency the 
Administrator may see fit to add that ap- 


pointment. to the many already held by, 


this gallant officer and yentleman! We 
shall have something more to say on this 


business by and bye.

The Jewess was, therefore, baptized. ' During

village, which the peasants attributed to Jewish 
revenge.

CARRYING PASSENGERS IN EXCESS OF LICENCE, 

The remanded case in which Captain Goggin 
of the steanship A?unechow is charged with 
having ‘unlawfully left the waters of the Colony 
on the 3rd instant with 115 passchgers in excess 
of the number authorized by his special licence, 
came on again to-day before Mr. Wodchouse, 
Inspector Craddock ‘said that, acting upon in- 
structions from the Captain superintendent of 


Police, he boarded the Avusgehow on the 3rd, 


instant, just as the vessel had started from 
the wharf on her way to Canton, and pro- 
ceeded to count the passengers, 
Captain Goggin what he was going to do, an 

asking him to scparate his crew from the pas- 
sengers. He posted constables so as to cut of 
all access from the upper to the Tower deck, and 
on counting, found in all 272 passengers on 
board. The ship was only entitled to carry 158 
adults., Of the 272 passengers, he reckoned 
31 as children, but did not know whether 
their passages had been paid. Two children 
under 12 years count as one adult, under the 
merchant Shipping Ordinance. There were thus 
‘100 passengers in excess of the ship's authorized 
number, taking the 31 children as 15 adults. He 
thereupon took out 2 summons against the Cap- 
tain, In reply to Mr, Wotton, who appeared for 
the defence, witness said the passengers had 
plenty of room on board, she. could well 
carry the number she had, in his opinion. 
He knew: that {mprovements had been made 
in the steamer before the 3rd April, and that 
an vapplication for @ certificate was. made 
after the survey, subsequent to jthat date, 
There was no possibility of his having made a 
mistake in his counting, Mr. Wotton asked 
witness ifthis wag not the first charge ofthe kind 
brought against the vessel, and said he supposed
